of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1961.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 

1961, 

The  various  statistical  rates  given  below  are  based  on  the 
estimated  mid-year  population  figures  issued  annually  by  the 
Registrar  General.  The  figure  for  1960  was  12,130,  whilst  the 
estimated  mid-year  population  for  1961  was  11,650.  This  marked 
drop  in  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  within  the  short 
period  of  one  year  is  difficult  to  account  for,  and  most  certainly 
cannot  be  attributed  solely  to  the  decreased  birth  rate  in  1960, 
together  with  the  comparatively  small  number  of  families  who  are 
known  to  have  gone  to  live  outside  the  area. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  201.  This  is  9  more  than  in  1960  and  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
17.25  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
during  the  same  period  was  17.4.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  increased  from  3  in  1960  to  9,  resulting  in  an  illegitimacy 
rate  of  44.5  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  59  per  1,000  live 
births  for  the  whole  country.  Still  births  numbered  4,  thus  bringing 
the  rate  down  from  36.45  in  1960  to  19.9  in  1961. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  showed  a  welcome  drop  from  36 
per  1,000  live  births  in  both  1959  and  1960  to  24  in  1961.  This 
compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  21.6.  Four  of  the 
five  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life  and  were 
due  to  prematurity  and/or  congenital  abnormalities,  There  was 
no  infant  death  amongst  the  illegitimate  births, 


The  number  of  deaths  was  101,  a  decrease  of  18  compared 
with  I960..  Although  there  were  9  fewer  deaths  from  cancer  than 
in  1960,  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  lung  cancer  rose  from 
4  to  6.  Enquiries  revealed  that  five  of  these,  i.e.  4  males  and  1 
female,  could  be  regarded  as  heavy  cigarette  smokers,  i.e.  over 
20  per  day.  The  sixth,  a  female,  was  a  non-smoker.  It  would 
appear  that  the  consumption  of  tobacco  amongst  those  who  smoked 
rose  markedly,  in  three  cases  at  least,  at  varying  periods  before 
death. 

There  was  no  death  from  suicide  during  the  year. 

Housing  Act,  1957. 

Six  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  were 
dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  Section  16  (1)  of  the  above  act. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

Discussions  with  representatives  of  the  Coal  Board  on  the 
control  of  smoke  emission  from  the  collieries  and  the  N.C.B.  district 
heating  plant  in  the  area  resulted  in  the  Board  agreeing  to  install 
modem  boiler  furnaces  in  the  colliery.  In  addition  the  boiler 
plant  of  the  district  heating  system  was  also  to  be  re-organised. 

Sewerage. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  sewer  in  the  Wood  Street  area..  The  trouble  was  due  to 
a  back  fall  as  a  result  of  a  number  of  fractured  pipes,  presumably 
caused  by  mining  subsidence.  As  the  damage  was  much  more 
extensive  than  anticipated  it  was  agreed,  after  consultation  with 
the  Survey  Department  of  the  N.C.B. ,  that  a  complete  scheme 
dealing  with  the  whole  area  in  question  was  essential.  As  the 
scheme  envisaged  would  be  a  work  of  major  importance  it  was 
decided  to  engage  consulting  engineers  to  prepare  the  necessary 
plans,  specifications,  etc. 

Health  Visitor. 

Having  been  without  the  services  of  a  full  time  health  visitor 
for  over  a  year  it  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Miss  Cumming, 
who  hails  from  bonny  Dundee.  She  took  up  duty  on  the  3rd  July, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  she  will  settle  down  peacefully  and  make 
many  friends  amongst  her  traditional  enemies  south  of  the  border — 
the  Sassenachs. 
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Another  appointment  was  that  of  a  Geriatric  Nurse  to  work 
in  Mansfield  and  neighbouring  districts  in  the  development  of  care 
and  after  care  services  for  the  aged  who  may  be  referred  for  admission 
to,  or  due  for  discharge  from  hospital.  In  this  connection  the 
nurse  will  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  family  doctor,  the 
M.O.H.  and  nui  *ses. 


I  should,  once  again,  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  of  my  colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year 
and  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and 
clerical  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1961  was  Births  6.97  and  Deaths  1.36. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  number  of  cases  of  notified  infectious  diseases  occuring  in 
the  district  during  the  year  was  379. 

Most  infectious  diseases  are  compulsorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  in  which  they  occur.  This  is 
to  say  that  when  the  family  doctor  makes  a  diagnosis  of  one  of  the 
fevers  in  question  he  is  obliged  by  law  to  inform  the  local  M.O.H. 
on  a  prescribed  form  as  soon  as  possible.  The  primary  purpose 
of  this  ‘  notification  ’  is  to  enable  the  local  Health  Department 
to  initiate  any  necessary  steps  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
spread  of  the  infection  amongst  the  community.  This  early 
information  is  most  particularly  desirable,  indeed,  necessary  in 
the  case  of  what  may  be  regarded  as  the  more  serious  types  of 
communicable  disease,  e.g.,  smallpox,  enteric,  poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria,  tuberculosis,  food  poisoning,  if  any  worthwhile  action 
is  to  be  taken. 

Luckily  the  appearance  of  any  of  these  more  serious  com¬ 
plaints,  in  this  district  at  any  rate,  is  very  infrequent  now-a-days 
and  our  efforts  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  control  of  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  etc. 


Measles. 

As  was  predicted  in  the  report  for  1960  an  outbreak  of  measles 
occurred  in  January,  reached  its  peak  in  February,  and  was  practi¬ 
cally  over  by  the  end  of  March.  After  this,  with  the  exception  of 
June,  4  or  5  cases  per  month  were  reported  up  till  the  end  of  the 
year.  There  were  in  all  376  cases  notified,  mostly  amongst  the  6 
year  olds  and  under.  In  1960  there  was  one  case  only. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Two  cases,  both  females  aged  6  and  8  years  respectively, 
were  notified  compared  with  16  cases  in  1960.  One  was  admitted 
to  hospital  and  both  recovered  without  incident. 
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Diphtheria. 

For  the  fifteenth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.

No  cases  were  reported  in  1961.  There  were  15  cases  in  the 
previous  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

It  is  very  pleasing,  indeed,  to  be  able  to  report  that  there 
was  one  fresh  case  only  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year.  After  treatment  in  hospital  the  person  in  question  is 
once  more  actively  engaged  in  the  duties  associated  with  a  busy 
household. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  18  there  was  a  rather 
dramatic  drop  in  the  number  of  notifications  following  the  years 
1955  and  1956  when  there  were  12  and  11  fresh  cases  respectively. 
The  number  in  each  of  the  years  1957  to  1960  has  been  consistently 
low,  whilst  the  figure  for  1961  is  the  lowest  on  record.

Of  the  six  cases  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year, 
five  were  regarded  by  the  chest  physician  as  recovered  and  not  in 
need  of  any  further  treatment  and  the  remaining  case  left  the  district. 
During  the  year,  however,  there  were  five  “  inward  transfers,” 
i.e.  persons  who  contracted  this  complaint  in  some  other  district 
and  have  now  taken  up  residence  here.  This  number,  together 
with  the  one  new  case,  leaves  the  total  of  those  afflicted  with  the 
pulmonary  variety  the  same  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  it  was  at 
the  beginning — viz.  :  42.

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Poliomyelitis. 

For  the  fourth  successive  year  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  was 
notified. 

Under  the  agency  agreement  with  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  vaccination  sessions  continued  throughout  the 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  periodic  morning  clinics  for  children  and 
expectant  mothers,  evening  sessions  were  held  monthly  for  the 
older  eligible  age  groups  who,  on  account  of  employment,  were 
unable  to  attend  during  the  day.  The  evening  sessions  were  very 
well  attended  throughout  the  year.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate 
of  pumping  is  2,800,000  gallons  per  day. 

During  the  past  decade  the  total  hardness  has  averaged  259 
p.p.m.  and  263  p.p.m.  in  the  year  under  review. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 


Four  chemical  and  twenty-five  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst.

The  plant  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  no  difficulties 
were  met  in  obtaining  regular  removal  of  the  sludge  by  local  farmers. 
All  samples  of  sewage  effluent  that  were  submitted  for  analysis 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  it  became  evident  that  the  gradient  of  the 
main  sewers  in  Victoria  Street,  Wood  Street  and  Church  Street 
area  had  been  considerably  disturbed  by  mining  subsidence,  and 
that  there  was  a  back  fall  in  parts.  The  only  remedy  for  this 
was  to  relay  the  whole  of  this  sewer  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Coal  Mining  (Subsidence)  Act,  1957,  the  National  Coal  Board 
accepted  financial  liability. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection  for  all 
except  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  where  a  single  vehicle 
is  used  owing  to  the  low  density  of  houses. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  met  with  during  the  year  and 
<  very  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse, 
but  owing  to  p-riodic  shortages  of  labour  caused  by  sickness  and 
hold  ups  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions  in  winter,  it  was  not 
always  possible  to  keep  to  schedule.  The  five  day  working  week 
previously  operated  during  the  summer  months  was  instituted 
throughout  the  whole  year  and  worked  quite  satisfactorily. 
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Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was  carried 
out  wholly  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip,  where  two  more  fires  were 
caused  during  the  year  by  irresponsible  interference.  The  present 
day  bulky  nature  of  household  refuse  and  the  large  paper  content 
make  it  difficult  to  bring  these  fires  under  control  and  render  the 
area  affected  unsuitable  for  further  tipping  for  approximately  a 
year. 

Regular  treatment  of  the  tip  was  carried  out  by  means  of  a 
pressurised  powder  blower  and  consequently  insect  pests  were  no 
problem.

However,  towards 
the  end  of  the  financial  year  it  was  obvious  that  further  restrictions 
and  difficulties  were  ahead,  as  the  stock  of  wastepaper  at  the  mills 
was  becoming  excessive.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Eighteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  36,400  gallons  of  petrol.  Eleven  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  and  seven  had  electric 
pumps.  All  premises  were  visited  during  the  vear  and  no 
contraventions  of  note  were  found. 
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Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Minor  defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the 
visit  or  remedied  by  informal  action. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspection  of  all  food  premises  was  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  ten  premises 
which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions, 
mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  eighteen  swabs  were  taken  from 
glasses  and/or  equipment  at  licensed  premises,  canteens  and  school 
kitchens  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory  with  only  one  excep¬ 
tion  and  follow-up  swabs  at  these  premises  were  also  satisfactory.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Eleven  water-ice  and  one  ice-cream  lollipop  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.
